speed wise.

No. the field core has a slight residual magnetism in it. 
Once the 
armature is turned manually this starts to excite the armature, 
which 
produces voltage for the field, which strengthens the magnetic 
field, 


which in turn further excites the armature....etc. until an 
equilibrium 

state (more or less) is reached. If there is no residual 
magnetic 


field retained by the "iron" in the device, theroretically it 
can't 

get "started". There has been cases where this happens.... 

then the field vore is "flashed" by applying an external voltage 
to it momentarily, enough to create a very slight residual 
magnetism in the core.

Somewhere around here I've got some T.0.E.'s for AGF (Army Ground Forces)= 


units, but I'll have to find them and not try to quote from memory. In 
general, the higher the headquarters, the bigger the radio, but they didn=

always follow the T.0.E. either. A recent book on the 29th Division in 
Normandy (Beyond the Beachhead) has about a page and a half on the radios= 


used. It says that each rifle company had six SCR-536's, one for each 
rifle platoon, two for the weapons platoon, and one for the CO. The 
company HQ also had one SCR-300 for communication with battalion HQ. HF 
sets aren't mentioned at the battalion level, although I wouldn't take th= 
at 

as meaning that they had none. Regimental HQ had the SCR-694, which 
started replacing the SCR-284 around this time, and Division HQ had the 
SCR-399. Artillery FO's had the SCR-609/610 and later the SCR-619. The 
110th Field Artillery Bn would have had SCR-608's in its half-tracks, 
although neither the half-tracks nor the radios are actually mentioned in= 


the book. As a general statement, the 29th clearly preferred wire to 
radio. The T.0O.E.'s (in the appendix) for the 29th Div and the German 
units opposing them don't list radios, and with the exception of two Pipe= 


J-3's, list only total vehicles.
